m the  Northwest. 

'The  Miles  City  Airport  Booid  is  to  be  congratulated  for 
the  initiation  of  a policy  of  long  term  airport  leases  in  Mon- 
tana. 


DECOMMISSIONING  OF  LOW  FREQUENCY 
RADIO  RANGES 

Dunng  the  past  six  months,  the  Air  Coordination  Com- 
mittee and  a special  Working  Committee  hove  had  a series 
of  meetings  in  Washington,  D.  C.  to  set  up  a policy  and  pro- 
gram for  decommissioning  of  the  low  frequency  radio 
ranges.  Reports  from  Washington  Indicate  that  a eertous 
attempt  has  been  made  to  reach  an  agreement  on  a decom- 
missioning program  that  would  be  reasonably  satisfactory 
to  all  parties  concerned.  The  requests  of  general  aviation 
on  the  one  hand,  and  the  airlines  and  the  military  on  the 
other  appear  to  have  become  more  sharply  divided  than 
reconciled. 

Following  a series  of  meetings  which  ended  last  month, 
the  Federal  Air  Coordinating  Committee  recommended  the 
retention  of  88  low  frequency  radio  ranges  which  would  be 
designated  as  "GENERAL  SERVICE"  ranges  and  would  com- 
pose a National  low  frequency  rodio  range  system  greatly 
reduced  from  the  present  system. 

If  this  program  is  adopted,  the  Monlona  share  of  the  88 
low  frequency  radio  ranges  In  the  U.  S.  A.  would  be  only 
two;  one  at  Billings,  and  the  other  at  Great  Falls.  Montana 
v.'ould  loose  nine  low  frequency  ranges. 

General  aviation.  Including  private  pilots,  maintain  that 
the  low  frequency  radio  ranges  are  required  for  VFR  nav- 
igation. especially  with  low  ceilings  when  the  Omni  range 
is  difficult.  U not  impossible  to  receive,  when  flying  at  low 
altitudes  over  hilly  or  rough  terrain. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  actively  sup- 
ported the  Interests  of  General  Aviation  in  strongly  recom- 
mending thot  all  existing  low  frequency  ranges  be  continued 
in  operation  in  Montana. 

THE  SUPERIOR  AND  BUTTE  RANGES  WILL  BE  DISCON- 
TINUED IN  THE  NEXT  FEW  WEEKS.  IF  YOU  THINK  THAT 
LOW  FREQUENCY  RANGES  ARE  OF  VALUE  TO  PEOTS. 
IT  IS  SUGGESTED  THAT  YOU  WIRE  OR  WHITE  BOTH  SEN- 
ATORS AND  BOTH  CONGRESSMEN  FROM  MONTANA 
PROTESTING  THE  CAA  ACTION. 


CIVIL  DEFENSE 

In  case  of  attack,  time  your  AM  (slcmdard)  radio  dial  to 
640  or  1240  KC  for  official  Civil  Defense  information.  The 
government  and  flie  broadcasting  industry  working  together 
have  devised  a special  system  of  bringing  you  official  in- 
formation in  time  of  emergency.  The  system  is  officially 
entitled  "Plan  ior  Control  of  Electromagnetic  Radiation" — 
CONELRAD  lor  short. 

If  you  are  In  or  near  a large  city,  you  will  hear  a con- 
tinuous program  of  civil  defense  information  and  Instructions 
during  flie  emergency;  in  smaller  communities,  your  local 
stations  broadcostlng  on  640  or  1240  XC  will  probably  be  on 
the  air  intermittently  during  the  alert.  Station  rolotlon  will 
be  employed  to  foil  enemy  aircraft  using  any  given  com- 
mercial broadcast  station  to  home  on.

LURE  FOR  PRIVATE  CAPITAL 
Syracuse,  N.  Y.  (Special)— Reason  why  private  capital 
shies  from  oirpoTl  Investment  is  because  of  the  shorl-slght- 
ed  short-lease  poUcy  of  many  mxinlcipallUes.  I^lgh  Fisher, 
airport  consultant,  told  the  sixth  ocnnual  N.  Y.  Airport  De- 
velopment and  Operation  Conference  here  today.  He  point- 
ed out  that,  since  short-lease  tenants  ore  not  opt  to  finance 
erection  of  hangars  and  olrport  service  buildings,  the  cities 
must.  Then,  Fisher  sold,  the  municipalities  rent  these  struc- 
hues  to  tenants  who  provide  little  capita],  minimum  equip- 
ment, and  no  long-term  investment— scarcely  sound  tenants. 
He  predicted  that,  "when  municipaUtles  reaUze  that  aviation 
businesses  should  be  responsible  for  the  burden  of  financ- 
ing their  structures,  then  we  con  expect  stable  financial 
operoUons  on  public  airports."

Three  major  uses  ore  apparent  ior  helicopter  trips  of 
from  25  to  200  miles:  (I)  aerocob  service,  presently  operot- 
ing  In  New  York  City,  to  provide  fast  Iransportotion  between 
outlying  airports  and  the  center  of  the  city;  (2)  feeder  *er- 
vice  for  smaller  cities  from  a local  downtovm  heliport  to 
major  airports;  and  (3)  Intercity  transport  in  the  less  highly 
urbanized  oreos  of  the  United  States,  such  as  mldwestem 
and  southern  states  where  clHes  are  30  to  75  miles 
opcni. 


HYDRO-SKI  LINER? 

The  following  item  is  taken  irom  the  October  12th  issue 
of  the  AVIATION  WEEK  and  it  is  Interesting  in  view  of  the 
fact  thot  we  have  a large  number  of  lakes  and  reservoirs  in 
Montana,  together  with  a few  rivers  which  moy  be  used  for 
the  operation  of  aircraft  of  large  else,  requiring  long  take- 
off runs.  It  certainly  would  be  cheoper  to  operate  aircraft 
on  water  skis  rather  than  on  multi-million  dollar  runways. 

Toronto — Civil  transports  equipped  with  hydro-skis 
would  cause  a "near  revolution"  In  airline  operation,  a com- 
mittee of  the  American  Association  of  Port  Aulhoritiee  reports. 

The  group  describes  the  hydro-ski,  successfully  tested 
on  Convoir's  XF2Y-1  Sea  Dart  (AVIATION  WEEK  Aug,  3,  p. 
15)  os  "one  of  the  most  startling"  aircraft  developments. 

"We  con  begin  to  unsnarl  the  critical  airport  tangle  by 
water-basing  oU  of  our  transocean  and  coostal  services — 
nearly  40%  of  our  total  passenger-miles  flovm — and  possibly 
some  of  our  Inland  ones  as  well,"  the  committee  forecasts. 

"Because  of  the  . . . ease  oi  landing  in  instrument  weath- 
er, there  will  not  be  any  need  for  present  "stocking"  pro- 
cedures vrtih  their  consequent  airport  tieups,  delays  and 
wear  and  tear  on  passenger  nerves. 

"Seaplanes  will  be  able  to  dock  like  ocean  liners.  They 
would  not  be  able  to  land  in  mid-Atlantic  in  a raging  gale, 
but  they  could  do  so  in  any  reasonable  weather  and  would 
never  be  far  from  quiet  water  runways  beside  the  island 
along  their  (areat  Circle  routes  . .

Illin-  ' , performed  a unique 
helicopter  mission  recently  for  the  Structural  Waterproofing 
Corporation  in  Waukegan.  A1  hovered  his  craft  at  the  tip 
of  the  230  foot  concrete  stack  of  the  Chevrolet-Soginow  gray 
Iron  foundy  division  of  General  Motors  Corporation  on  the 
Waukegan  lake  front,  while  Michael  Thomas,  6419  Normal 
Ave.,  a rigger,  dropped  hooks  with  long  lines  attached,  to 
the  stack's  lips. 

Four  workmen,  using  the  lines  thus  attached,  will  now 
repair  and  wolerproot  the  tall  slack. 

Because  the  stock  has  no  built-in  ladder  rungs,  the 
alternative  woiJd  hove  been  to  build  steel  scaffolding  from 
the  ground  up.  that  complete  fob  taking  nearly  three  weelu 
and  costing  about  310,000  according  to  &lmund  M.  Bishop, 
head  oi  the  waterproofing  company.

aVIL  DEFENSE  CONFERENCE 

The  director  met  with  Gen.  Jamee  Guthrie,  Commanding 
Officer  oi  Ihe  29(h  Air  Defense  ^mmond,  at  the  Great  Falls 
Air  Force  Base  for  the  ptirpose  of  discussing  the  State  Civil 
Defense  Plan  and  the  procedure  for  the  control  and  opera- 
tion oi  civilian  aircraft  In  Montana  under  conditions  of  Na- 
tional emergency. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  14  area  chiefs  In  Montana  and 
Ihe  communications  personnel  of  the  CAA  communications 
stations  be  invited  to  Cost  Air  Base  at  Great  Falls  at  which 
lime  they  would  be  shown  the  aircraft  control  IruloUotlon 
and  a review  could  be  made  et  the  State  Aviation  Civil  Cie- 
(ense  Plan. 

The  visit  with  Gen.  Guthrie  was  made  following  receipt 
of  a letter  by  Governor  Aronson  from  Gen.  Chldlow  of  the 
Air  Force  Air  Defense  Command  in  which  Gen.  Chidlow 
pointed  out  the  Importance  of  civil  aviation  to  civil  defense 
and  In  which  the  Generol  emphasized  the  present  evident 
insecurity  of  the  notion. 

It  ts  important  to  the  economy  of  Montana  and  to  civil 
defense  that  civil  aircraft  be  allowed  to  operote  and  that 
the  operation  of  civil  olrcrait  be  properly  controlled  In  an 
emergency.  It  is  requested  that  the  Commission  approve 
the  expenditure  of  funds  necessary  to  reimburse  the  area 
chiefs  of  aviation  civil  defense  for  travel  expenses  at  seven 
cents  per  mile  to  and  from  Great  Falls  to  attend  the  Aviation 
Civil  Defense  Conference  which  hos  been  scheduled  by 
Gen.  Guthrie  to  be  held  on  December  lOlh  and  lllh. 

The  director  is  working  with  Hugh  Potter,  Montana  Di- 
rector of  Civil  Defense,  and  Gen.  Guthrie  on  this  program. 


FRONTIER  AIRLINES  FEEDER  AIRLINE  HEARING 
The  Director  and  the  Commission  Attorney  attended  the 
Frontier  Airline  hearing  which  was  held  in  Billings  on  Sept. 
21st  and  22nd.  Each  of  Ihe  Montana  communities  on  the  pro- 
posed Frontier  Airline  extension  presented  evidence  to  the 
CAB  examiner  supporting  the  need  for  feeder  airline  service. 
The  outstanding  feature  of  the  meeting  was  the  uniform 
agreement  and  support  given  by  oil  communities  on  the  pro- 
posed route  and  airline  service. 

A strong  argument  was  presented  by  the  Miles  City  del- 
egation protesting  to  the  CAB,  the  application  for  discon- 
tinuance oi  service  by  Northwest  Airlines  to  Miles  Qty. 

The  commission  attorney  presented  the  evidence  at  slate 
level  to  the  examiner  and  Ihe  director  gave  testimony  on  the 
state  interest  cmd  need  for  the  feeder  olrline  service  by  Fron- 
tier Airlines.  The  strongest  support  presented  at  the  hearing 
was  presented  by  the  oil  industry  and  many  of  those  at- 
tending the  hearing  commented  on  the  ma^tude  oi  the 
future  oil  development  for  Montana  os  presented  by  the 
engineers  cmd  geologists  in  support  of  the  need  (or  service 
by  Frontier  Airlines  to  that  area. 

The  commission  picture  was  Introduced  as  evidence  and 
placed  on  file  with  the  examiner  in  Washington  for  presen- 
totlon  before  the  CAB  at  the  final  hearing  on  the  Frontier 
Airline  extension  which  will  be  held  in  Washington  at  a 
future  dote. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  director  and  the  Commission 
attorney  be  outhorized  to  represent  the  commission  in  Wash- 
ington when  the  CAB  considers  the  Frontier  Airline  applica- 
tion. 

INTERNATIONAL  NORTHWEST  AVIATION  CONFERENCE 
The  director  otiended  the  International  Northwest  Avia- 
tion Conference  which  was  held  in  Gearhoit,  Oregon  on 
Sept.  27th  to  29th.  There  were  a substonticti  numl»r  of 
Montana  representotlves  at  the  meeting  and  a large  delega- 
tion from  Canada.  A very  interesting  program  was  pre- 
sented. 

Holland  Herrin,  National  president  of  the  Avlotlon 
Trades  Association,  gave  a good  talk  on  the  value  of  munic- 
ipalities giving  long  term  leases  to  flight  operators  or  selling 
areas  on  airports  to  flight  operators  or  other  aviation  busi- 
ness. Fred  Lee.  CAA  Administrator,  and  Joe  Marriolf.  Re- 
gional Administrator,  also  attended.  The  four  State  direct- 
ors of  the  northwest  Stotes  met  with  Mr.  Lee  and  Mr.  Mar- 
riott to  recommend  that  further  consideration  be  given  for 
the  continuance  of  the  low  frequency  radio  ranges. 

A Boeing  engineer  gave  an  Interesting  coverage  of  a 
let  airliner  being  design^  by  Boeing.  Mr.  John  McCurdy, 
Premier  of  Nova  Scotia,  gave  an  Interesting  folk  on  the  50th 
Annivefsofy  of  iitghl.  Mr.  McCurdy  was  the  ilrel  Conodton 
pilot  to  fly  heavier  than  olr  aircraft.  Ernie  McFarland.  Na- 
tional President  of  the  Flying  Clubs  of  Canada  gave  a talk 
on  Canadian  and  United  Stotes  common  aviation  interests. 
Ernie  McFarland  has  been  invited  by  Bill  Browning,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Montana  Chomber  of  Commerce,  to  be  a speak- 
er at  the  annual  Chamber  of  Commerce  meeting  which  will 
be  held  In  Helena  In  November.  The  director  spoke  on  the 
program  covering  the  economic  value  oi  feeder  airlines  to 
Montano.

The  City  of  Pembina,  N.  D.  has  acquired  the  CAA  Inter- 
mediate Airport  near  the  City  ol  Pembina  thot  orlglnoUy  wos 
constructed  for  landing  large  atreraft  and  has  launched  a 
novel  plan  of  paying  off  the  bonds. 

With  the  aid  of  CAA  Federal  funds,  the  city  purchased 
the  airpri  land  from  the  Whelan  Brothers  and  sold  bonds  to 
provide  the  remainder  of  the  money  needed. 

As  a result  of  a farming  plan  launched  by  Mayor  A.  J. 
Christopher  and  other  city  oUicials,  it  Is  hop^  to  pay  off 
the  bonds  within  the  ten-year  period  lor  which  they  hove 
been  Issued. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Mayor,  a group  oi  men  of  the 
community  last  spring  prepared  elghty-iive  acres  of  the  air- 
port land  and  seeded  it  to  barley  and  now  the  crop  has  been 
token  off  by  formers  and  others  who  donated  their  labor 
along  with  a dozen  modem  combines  and  eight  trucks. 

In  Just  2Vi  hours  the  field  was  harvested  and  the  grain 
stored  safely  away.  Soon  after,  Ihe  members  oi  the  harvest 
"bee"  crew  were  seated  at  tables  loaded  with  good  whole- 
some food  prepared  and  served  by  the  Pembina  Civic 
League  under  &e  direction  of  the  League  Presldenl.  Mrs. 
Frank  Grube. 

It  ts  planned  to  continue  the  forming  operation  and  it 
is  hop>^  that  In  this  way  the  airport  will  be  made  to  pay  for 
itself  by  the  time  the  bonds  come  due,  according  to  Mayor 
Qiiristopher.  who  Is  optimistic  over  the  future  of  Pembina  as 
an  Important  border  air  center.
